GOOD START FOR TROUBLE: 
Most Terrace Homes Are Cold, Bare 


(The second of a series of four articles.)

When I decided to spend a week in the Terrace, 
my first thought was to rent one of the units. The 
man in charge of rentals told me there was nothing 
available at the time. 
Consequently I had to do the next best thing 
that would give me an insight into the home life of 
the Terracites. I went into their homes. With those 
who accepted me I talked, ate and drank, and 
stayed overnight. 
I found that the 360 units rent from $44 to over 
$50 a month, depending on whether a unit has two 
or three bedrooms and if it is a corner house with 
two shower stalls. 
The inside walls are of concrete block. The

floors are concrete slabs. Only the kitchen floors 
are tiled. Living room and bedroom floors, in some 
of the better kept homes, are covered with linoleum 
mats. Most are bare concrete. 
Bathrooms Small 


Each kitchen contains an apartment-size gas 
range, a gas water heater and a sink. The lattet is a 
simple porcelain affair set on a wooden frame. 


The bathrooms are unusually small. A stall 
shower takes up one corner and a lavatory and 
commode are crammed together against the op­ 
posite wall. The room is just off the kitchen. Its 
only source of heat comes from the water heater 
and range in the kitchen. 
Each unit is heated by a gas space heater 
which is ductless, without a fan, and is located in the 
living room. 
“We freeze in the winter,” a mother of six told 


me, “unless we turn the dial up to nine. But, if we 
do that then the gas bill is $40 to $50 a month. So 
we freeze. Look at the space under that outside 
door. We stuff that with rags to keep the cold out.” 


Because of its reputation I found that the utili­ 
ties have certain restrictions on installations in the 
Terrace. Before a family can become a consumer 
of gas and electricity it must pay a $40 deposit. 
Those who cannot afford this live by candlelight 
and “keep warm the best way we can.” 


$50 Deposit 


Telephones are a premium since a $50 deposit 
is required before an installation will be made. 


“I’d like to have a telephone in my house,” a 
mother told me, “just in case something happened 
to the kids at school and I had to be called right

Session Held 


MOSCOW 
(U PI)—The Com­ 
munist party Central Committee 
held another secret meeting to­ 
day. Informed sources said a 
further Kremlin shakeup was 
expected, 
possibly 
involving 
government posts. 


The sources said the new So­ 
viet leaders soon will follow up 
yesterday ouster of Nikita S. 
Khrushchev’s 
associates 
by 
stripping Khrushchev of his re­ 
maining power. But such action 
was not expected at today’s ses­ 
sion.

Central Committee, 
of 
which the ousted prem ier still 
is a member, Monday carried 
out its first high-level shakeup 
since Khrushchev was deposed 
Oct. 14.

But 
in such a case the changes 
might not be made known until 
next month’s session of the Su­ 
preme Soviet.

VATICAN CITY (UPI)—Fran­ 
cis Cardinal Spellman of New 
York called on the Ecumenical 
Council today for an outright 
endorsement of 
state 
aid

Catholic schools. 
Spellman asked the gathering 
for a clear-cut statement on the 
issue at the opening of debate 
on council propositions dealing 
with schools. 
“ Parents should be free to 
choose the schools they wish for 
their children,” the New York 
archbishop said. “They should 
not

choice be subject to unjust eco­ 
nomic burdens which would in­ 
fringe 
upon this 
freedom 
of 
choice.” 
The 
cardinal proposed this 
statement as an amendment to 
the 
council 
propositions 
on 
schools. He also suggested fur­ 
ther wording as follows: 
“Since it is the function of 
the state to facilitate civil free­ 
doms, justice and equity de­ 
mand that a due measure of 
public aid be available to par­ 
ents in support of the schools 
they select for their children.” 
Spellman said religious orien­ 
tation should not be a basis for 
exclusion 
“f r o m 
a 
rightful 
measure 
of 
public 
support.” 
The controversy over state aid 
to Catholic schools in the Unit­ 
ed States has not yet received 
any generally acceptable solu­ 
tion by which the state could 
channel aid to the parochial 
school system. 
The cardinal said the proposi­ 
tions as they now stand are in­ 
tended to affirm the right of 
children and their parents to 
schooling but do not seek mon­ 
ey from the public treasury for 
religious schools. 
Backers of the proposal said 
the appeal for state aid was not 
based on the rights of the Cath­ 
olic Church or its schools. Rath 
er, they said, the appeal is 
made on what the church con­ 
siders the rights of parents as 
taxpayers to send their chil­ 
dren to schools of their own 
selection.

In a report to the Morrisville 
School Board Dr. Phillips out­ 
lined the new system and said 
the change will be made at the 
request of the American Associ­ 
ation 
of 
Collegiate 
Registrars 
and the National Association of 
Secondary School Principals. 
Formerly, the school graded 
like this, an A was equivalent 
to I; a B to 2; a C to 3; a D 
to 4 and an F to 6. Since most 
colleges use the reverse order, 
this made it difficult for Morris­ 
ville officials to charge each 
students’ marks to fit in with 
the colleges. 
Reversed Order 
The new reversed-order sys 
tem will be: 
A equals 4; 
B 
equals 3; C equals 2; D equals 
I and F equals 0. This is the 
4.0 system used in colleges. 
"This has m eant that in the 
past 
the 
person 
who 
did 
the ranking was forced to re- 
erse the order for each stu­ 
dent, necessitating a great deal 
of extra work and doubling the 
chance of error,” Dr. Phillips 
said.
